A Bogus Insurance Company* 


A late report of the Controller of New York 


reveals a huge fraud in the management ofthe 
" National Exchange Insurance Coraapany of 
the City of New York." In May of 1854 the 
Commissioners reported that the Company had 
a cash capital of §150,000, all paid in ; but on 
tho very day of their examination $120,000 was 
drawn out, and the balance two days afterwards. 
The investigation of tho Controller shows that 
the whole amount had been loaned to the Com- 
pany by Mr. J. Thompson for "a day or two," 
for the use of which $3,000 was paid. 
After 


this .bogus capital was withdrawn, mortgages 
were substituted to the amount of $128,784, 
and a check for $18,000. 


The check is declared "fictitious," for rea- 


sons very clearly given, and a $52,000 mort- 
gage is on land "covered with water several 
feet deep,"' of the sworn assessed value of one 
hundred and sixty dollars ! The other mort- 
gages are but little better—the commissioner 
estimating them all to be worth but about $20- 
009. The other available assets of tho com- 
pany are not 9,000 in all. And yet they stand 
before the public, as a company having a cash 
capital of §150,000.
